Many  Good  Seats  Still  Available  For 
Famous  Contralto’s  Concert  Here 
Friday  Night — To  Sing  in  Kansas 
City  Mothers’  Day. 


As  a  fitting  closo  to  tho  Fifth  Annual 
Music  Festival  of  the  College,  Madamo 
Sehumann-IIoinh,  world  famous  contra- 
to,  will  sing  to  the  music  lovers  of 
Northwest  Missouri  Friday  night  of 
this  week. 

Indications  point  to  every  available 
seat  in  the  auditorium  being  sold  for 
her  concert.  A  large  out-of-town  mail 
,  order  seat  sale  is  reported  and  the  hold¬ 
er  of  every  season  ticket  will  bo  on 
hand  Friday  night. 

However  at  this  writing,  there  are  a 
hundred  or  more  good  seats  left  for 
the  Sehumann-Hcink  concert.  It  is  pos¬ 
sible  that  a  few  of  these  will  bo  avail¬ 
able  at  the  box  office  Friday  evoning 
for  out-of-town  people  who  did  not 
secure  tickets  in  advance.  The  single 
admission  for  this  concert  is  $2.50 
Schumann-Heink  is  to  sing  in 
Kansas  City  next  Sunday  which  is 
Mothers’  Day.  One  day  last  week  she 
passed  through  Kansas  City  and  the 
following  interview  appeared  in  the 
Kansas  City  Star: 

What  is  the  most  desired  Mothers’ 
day  gift  that  Kansas  City  can  p'resent 
to  the  mothers  of  all  World  War  vet¬ 
erans? 

She  wants  a  record  crowd  out  to  hear 
her  concert  at  Convention  hall  the  af- 
ternonn  of  Mothers’  day,  May  9,  Mine. 
Ernestine  Schumann-Huink  voiced  that  j 
wish  at  the  union  station  last  night. 
She  was  here  a  few  minutes  between 
trains  on  the  way  from  Tulsa,  Ok.,  to 
Lawrence,  Kansas. 

“Do  you  know,  I  sing  here  on  Moth¬ 
ers’  day  ?’’  she  said,  with  a  note  of  | 
pride  in  her  voice  at  being  mentioned  • 
as  the  mother  of  tho  nation’s  ex- 
service  men.  “Yes,  I  sing  here  for  the 
disabled  veterans.  There’s  where  my 
heart  is — with  those  poor  helpless  boys.  I 

All  proceeds  of  tho  concert  will  go  1 
to  the  disabled  veterans.  She  told 
further  how  she  intended  to  make  a 
motor  tour  of  the  country,  after  this 
present  concert  schedule,  to  sing  for 
the  World  War  veterans,  first  in  Cal¬ 
ifornia,  the  length  of  the  Pacific  Coast, 
back  across  the  country,  concluding  j 
with  a  concert  at  Atlanta,  Ga.,  when  the  : 
disabled  veterans  hold  a  convention 
there. 

“Apart  from  her  magnificient  voice,  i 
there  is  one  amazing  thing  about  Schu-  * 
mann-IIeink,’ ’  said  an  observing  friend 
in  the  offices  of  her  New  York  manage-  j 
meat.  “Here  she  was  born  in  Austria' 
back  in  1801.  Hor  early  career  was 
spout  mostly  in  opera  in  Gomnny. 
She  camo  to  tho.  United  States  in  1899. 

•  when  she  was  thirty-eight,  a  widow 
with  five  children.  And  now,  consider  !

“I  don’t  care  where  you  find  her,: 
in  her  homo,  on  tho  road,  vacationing 
or  busy  with  her  work — site’s  as  Amer- 1 
.  ican'  as  they  mnko  ’em.  She  can  bo  as 
motherly  ns  tho  best  of  them — I  moan  1 
tho  chummy  mother  American  boys 
know.  And  yot  I  bet  there  isn’t  a  flap¬ 
per  of  them  all  who  has  more  snap  or 
who  gots  more  fun  out  of  lifo.  And 
slangy,  when  she  has  a  point,  to  make! 
But  never  vulgar.  She’s  always  a  real 
woman. 

But  wlint  puzzles  mo  is,  how  sho  did 
it.  Who  would  imagine  that  tho  root 
so  planted  in  foreign  environment,  hab¬ 
its,  customs  could  over  grow  into  such 
a  tree  of  blossoming  western  vivacity’’ 
'The  answor  to  that  is  simple,’’  said 


Ernestine  Schumann-Heink  came  to 
tho  conclusion  that  this  was  a  pretty 
good  sort  of  country  to  live  in  and, 
with  her  usual  prompt  decision,  sho 
took  out  citizenship  papers.  Sho  be¬ 
came  a  full-fledged  American  in  1900 
and  tho  passing  of  tho  years  have  only 
served  to  intensify  her  patriotism.  Ono 
thing  is  insisted  upon  by  tho  groat 
contnlto,  who  comes  to  Kearney  for  her 
only  concert  hero  this  season  on  May 
3.  Sho  has  found  out  that  tho  impres¬ 
sion  is  aboard  jliat  she  is  German, 
and  since  tho  war  sho  doesn’t  liko  it. 
She  iterates  and  reiterates  that  she  is 
an  American  and  that  she  hopes  when 
sho  dies  t^at  tho  war  veterans  for 
whom  she  has  sang  so  often  will  see  to 
it  that  sho  lias  ‘  ‘  the  burial  of  a  sold¬ 
ier. ’•’  Her  father  was  a  Bohemian  and 
hor  mother  an  Italian.

Law  of  Treasure  Trove 

Near  Chichester,  England,  recently 
the  ancient  law  of  treasure  trove  was 
called  in  a  legal  case.  A  governess, 
walking  along  Selsey  beach,  had 
found  an  armlet  half  burled  In  the’ 
sand — a  worthless  old  ornament,  she 
thought,  of  no  Interest  or  value.  But 
Investigation  by.  her  employer  re¬ 
vealed  that  tlie  armlet  was  of  pure 
gold,  and  subsequent  examination  by 
scientists  proved  that  It  was  British 
In  workmanship  and  probably  2,000 
years  old— a  rare  relic  of  the  pre- 
Roman  period  In  the  British  isles. 
No  one  knew  what  legal  disposition 
of  the  armlet  .was  to  he  made,  until 
attorney  for  the  British  museum 
proved  that  under  the  old  treasure 
trove  law  It  must  he  turned  over  to 
the  government,  the  government  how¬ 
ever,  being  obliged  to  pay  the  finder 
80  per  cent  of  its  value.  But  Its 
value,  said  the  scientists,  was  Incal¬ 
culable.  After  an  interesting  court 
case  a  jury  of  Chlcester  farmers 
awarded  the  girl  £20  (about  $100) 
and  the  British  museum  took  the 
Jewel.  «,

Devices  to  Aid  Deaf 

Some  day  ear  specialists  may  fit  pa¬ 
tients  with  Instruments  suited  to  their 
particular  form  of  deafness,  just  ns 
eye  specialists  now  fit  glasses  to  pa¬ 
tients  with  eye  troubles.  A  first  step 
toward  this  distant  goal  has  been 
taken  In  the  attempt  to  standardize 
tlie  many  hearing  devices  now  on  the 
market.  A  survey  of  these  devices  Is 
being  made  by  a  committee  of  the 
American  Federation  of  Organizations 
for  the  Hurd  of  Hearing  with  the  co¬ 
operation  of  the  United  States  bureau 
of  standards,  which  will  test  instru¬ 
ments  submitted  to  It  and  will  render 
a  confidential  report  to  the  members 
of  the  committee.  Dr.  Wendell  C. 
Phillips,  president-elect  of  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Medical  association,  and  chair¬ 
man  of  the  federation  committee  on 
research,  has  said  that  there  are  more 
than  seventy-five  varieties  of  hearing 
aids  on  the  market,  and  that  they  vary 
greatly. 


Small,  but  Important 

Keeping  track  of  the  oue-eelled 
plants  and  animals,  too  smull  to  be 
seen  except  with  a  microscope,  yet 
vastly  Important  ns  the  ultimate  food 
of  fishes  and  all  other  sea  life,  Is  the 
task  of  W.  E.  Allen  of  the  Scrlpps  In¬ 
stitution  of  Oceanography,  La  Jolla, 
Cal.

Dutch  Wealth  in  Colonies 

Although  Holland,  living  above  her 
means,  Is  unable  to  afford  a  big  navy, 
yet  the  defense  of  her  colonies  is  a 
question  of  supreme  gravity.  The  Im¬ 
portance  to  Holland  of  Its  overseas 
possessions  was  emphasized  recently 
In  a  speech  by  Professor  Treub,  for¬ 
mer  finance  minister  and  chairman  of 
the  Employers’  council  of  the  Dutch 
East  Indies.  In  the  Dutch  archipela¬ 
go,  whose  area  Is  5  times  greater  than 
that  of  the  mother  country,  Is  a  popu¬ 
lation  of  50,000,000.  There  Is  Invested 
there  $1,200,000,000,  three-quarters  of 
which  Is  Dutch  nnd  one-quarter  for¬ 
eign  capital,  on  which  tlie  annual  yield 
Is  about .  $i SO, 000.000.  About  $100,- 
000,000  Is  paid  In  dividends  nnd  royal¬ 
ties.  Twenty  per  cent  of  these  divi¬ 
dends  accrues  to  tlie  Dutch  treasury. 
Were  Holland  to  lose  East  India  her 
Industrial  nnd  commercial  life  would 
be  mortnlly  hit. 


Latest  Diving  Suit 

The  German  diving  suit  used  lu  lo¬ 
cating  the  British  submarine  M-l  Is 
a  rigid  suit  made  of  aluminum  nljoy; 
the  arms  nnd  legs  nre  jointed,  the 
joints  being  made  on  the  ball-and- 
socket  principle.  The  entire  outfit 
weighs  about  lmlf  a  ton  nnd  Is  nble  to 
withstand  a  pressure  up  to  25  atmos¬ 
pheres,  equal  to  a  depth  of  750  feet, 
under  test.  It  Is  connected  with  the 
surface  by  a  light  cable  containing 
three  Independent  telephone  lines.  In¬ 
side  the  suit  there  Is  a  normal  pres¬ 
sure  of  one  atmosphere  all  the  time, 
therefore  it  Is  not  necessary  to  raise 
the  diver  by  slow  stages.  Tho  diver 
also  wears  over  Ills  mouth  a  mask 
containing  n  cartridge  which  absorbs 
tlie  carbonic  acid,  nnd  so  enables  him 
to  breathe  the  same  air  over  and  over 
again.  ,

The  memorial  gateway,  together  with 
the  imposing  approach  and  enclosure, 
has  bc8«  designed  by  John  W.  Cross, 
Yalo  1900,  of  New  York.  Architectural 
drawings  were  approved  last  week  by 
the  Yalo  Corporation.  The  cost  will  bo 
approximately  $300,000.  Half  of  this 
amount  it  to  be  subscribed  by  Yalo 
alumni  and  the  remaining  half  raised 
by  the  National  Collegiate  Athletic  As¬ 
sociation  on  behalf  of  all  tho  other  uni¬ 
versities,  colleges  and  .  preparatory 
schools. 

In  commenting  on  the  significance 
of  the  proposed  memorial,  President 
James  B.  Angell  of  Yale  said: 

“Wnltcr  Camp  was  an  outstanding 
figure  at  Yalo  and  in  the  nation.  He 
was  a  strong  factor  in  building  up  our 
athletic  policy,  and  through  his  per¬ 
sonal  character  exerted  a  splendid  in¬ 
fluence  in  developing  a  spirit  of  sound 
sportsmnuship  among  young  men  hero 
and  elsewhere.  Yale  had  planned  to 
elect  a  memorial  to  Walter  Camp,  but 
was  moro  than  gratified  when  other 
institutions  manifested  a  desire  to  par¬ 
ticipate  in  a  tribute  to  liis  momory.  The 
present  plan  will  provide  a  national 
memorial  to  a  national  figure.” 

The  Walter  Camp  Fields  are  located 
on  tho  outskirts  of  Now  Haven  about 
a  mile  distant  from  Yalo  University. 
They  occupy  an  olevated  plateau  with 
Derby  Avenue,  tho  main  highway  from 
Now  Haven,  bisecting  tho  Fields  about 
their  center.
